London, July 15.— The evening news- 
payers gnaah their teeth over the sharp 
reply of Secretary Sherman to Lord Sal- 
isbury in the Beal controversy. Many 
journals issue sensational placards bear- 
ing Buch lines as "Twisting the Lion's 
Tail Again," and " America Shrieks at 
England." Most papers deal with the 
situation editorially. 

The St. James' Gazette Bays: "The 
publication is a further demonstration 
of certain transatlantic methods of 
diplomacy which may one day involve 
consequences more serious, Tue tail- 
twisters think that a dispatch couched 
in terms of studied discourtesy and men- 
ace towards this country is a small mat- 
ter. We are used to that. The real gist 
of the situation is the fact that the 
United StateB considers that kind of 
language safe. But it is not safe, and 
after eotne affront) more or less flagrant, 
we may some day lind we cannot yield 
to them, and then might arise a situa- 
tion of the gravest peril. There aro 
great nations involved in tbe present 
dispute. It ail'ects Canada, and Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier will be able to tell Lord 
Salisbury of the deplorable effect pro- 
duced on public opinion in Canada by 
what everyone in America believes to be 
our recent surrender to tho United 
States." 

The Globe in a slashing article headed 
" Yankee Insolence," says : '' Memories 
of Cleveland are revived by the extra- 
ordinary and insulting dispatch which 
Mr. Sherman permitted to 'find its way 
into the papers. Waiving the merits of 
the question, which fortunately, is one 
for naturalists, the astonishing tone of 
Mr. Sherman is a defiance not only to the 
usages of diplomacy, but the maxima 
of ordinary civility. Englishmen will 
be glad to see that Lord Salisbury has, 
so far as the patrons of the seal fisheries 
are concerned, treated the message as 
though it had never been sent. If he 
went a step further and directed Sir 
Julian Pauncefote to intimate to Mr. 
McKinley that Her Majesty's govern- 
ment declines to receive a dispatch 
couched in such language, and could 
only reply to the next by handing Col. 
Hay his passports, his action would be 
endorsed by the complete approval of 
the nation." 

The Daily Graphic, in an editorial on 
the Bearing Sea correspondence, says: 
" Our experience of the incurably had 
manners of American diplomacy renders 
it unnecessary to regard Secretary Sher- 
man's explosion Eeriously. It would be 
unwise to embitter the negotiations by 
answering Secretary Sherman according 
to his indiscretion." 

"While among the general public here 
the tone of Secretary Sherman's letter 
to Ambassador Hay regarding the 
Behring sea seal regulations is greatly 
resented, the correspondent of the Asso- 
ciated Press is in a position to say that 
whatever criticism the British govern- 
ment have to make on the phraseology 
of the communication, the letter has not 
in any way affected unfavorably the 
negotiations which Colonel Hay has been 
conducting. A confeience iB to bo held 
in Washington during the autumn, at 
which the United States, Great Britain, 
Russia and Japan will be represented. 
Since the presentation of Secretary Sher- 
man's note to Lord Salisbury, Ambassa- 
dor Hay has had repeated conferences 
with His Lordship, all of which have 
been of a most friendly character. It 
may also be taken for granted that 
Canada does not oppose the decision. 
Sir Louis Davies, Canadian minister of 
marine, in an interview with a corre- 
spondent of the Associated Press to-day, 
euid : " We regard the latest proposal of 
tho United States aB entirely reasonable. 
There is the friendliest feeling in regard 
to the negotiations between the two gov- 
ernments, and in view of this the two 
peoples should not he resentful." 

The Pall Mall Gazette says: Mr. 
Sherman's tone is not what it might bo 
but the nastiest feature of the affair is 
the publication of tho dispatch at all. 

The Westminster Gazette refers to 
Mr. Sherman's " somewhat ugly dis- 
patch " and says: "Seals like silver, get 
into American politics. It is an ugly 
symptom that seals should be used to 
provide the new government with a 
means for a demonstration against Eng- 
land. The McKinley government will 
inevitable disappoint the American jin- 
goes in the matter of Bilver and thinks it 
necessary to clear itself of pro-British 
suspicions by striking a too heroic atti- 
tude in the matter of seals." 



MORE OF TBE LETTER. 

Secretary Sherman Beclnres That the Brit- 
ish Have Not Lived Up to the 
Spirit of the Award. 

"Washington, July 15. — In the letter 
of remonstrance from Secretary Sher- 
man to Ambassador Hays, for presenta- 
tion to the British government with re- 
spect to the sealing controversy, there 
are several interesting passages in addi- 
tion to those already published. Secre- 
tary Sherman, after quoting a well- 
known statistician, showing the decrease 
in the catch. Bays : 

" Lord Salisbury attributes this large 
falling off in Behring Sea * to the stormy 
weather prevailing,' but does not cite 
his authority, I am not aware of any 
reports to that effect. Capt. Hooper, 
who commanded the American cruiBing 
fleet in Behring Sea in 1895 and 18% re- 
ports : ' The weather in Behring Sea 
wbb not materially different the last two 
yearB.' 

The point when sealing ceases to be 
profitable seems to have been reached 
during the last year. Lord Salisbury in- 
forms us that the result has brought 
many owners of sealing vessels to the 
verge of bankruptcy. It thus appenrs 
that the condition of things predicted by 
the government of the Uuited States hus 
already come to pass, the commercial 
extinction of the seals." 

Here follows a long and exhaustive re- 
view written by the Secretary showing 
the efforts made by Secretaries GreBham 
and Olney to secure a settlement of the 
dispute. Continuing, Secretary Sher- 
man says : 

"The manner in which the British 
government has discharged its police 
duties under the award is in marked 
contrast with itB appeal for a strict ob- 
servance of the five-year period of regu- 
lations. An equal obligation rests upon 
each government to patrol the waters 
embraced in the award." 

The Secretary of State here quotes 
figures to BUBtain his contention, and 
then says : 

"As it is shown that practically no 
patrol service has been rendered" in 
Behring sea by the British cruiserB dur- 
ing the previous year, the inference 
would seem to be that Her Majesty's 
government understood that the Amer- 
ican cruisers only were to perform the 
patrol duty, and the BritiBh cruisers to 
talk over the validity of seizure of Brit- 
ish vessels. The detailed indorsement 
of the regulations has further developed 
on the part of the British government a 
strange misconception of the true intent 
of the Paris arbitrators." 

In this connection, Secretary Sher- 
man blames the authorities for giving 
notice that their government would not 
renew the agreement as to the sealing of 
arms. In conclusion the Secretary says: 
"The President therefore entertains 
the hope that even at this late dav the 
British government may yet yield to his 
continued desire so often expressed, for 
a conference of the interested powers; 
and in delivering to Lord Salisbury a 
copy of this instruction, you will state 
that tire President will hail with satis- 
faction anj- indication on the part of 
Her Majesty's government of a disposi- 
tion to agree upon such a conference." 



CHAMPIONS AT TENNIS. 



Seattle Folk Basing- Expectations of 
Groat Play oa Mr. Foulkes' 
IReported Ambitious. 



Washington State Championship to 
Be Decided Next Week With 
Victoria Well Represented. 



RICH SPANIARDS SUSPECTED. 

Eighty Merchants Suspected for Treason 
able Acts and Havana Greatly 
Excited. 

New Youk, July 15. — The special cor- 
respondent of the Sun cables as follows 
from Havana: "At the moment I send 
this dispatch Havana is in the greatest 
state of excitement that has existed 
here since the war began. Eighty rich 
Spanish merchants and bankers were 
arrested here to-day, accused of selling 
merchandise and medicines to Cuban 
patriots. Those under arrest include 
prominent members of the union con- 
stitutional party, and men who hold im- 
portant official positions." 

THE TRANSVAAL REPORT. 

No Useful Purpose Would Be Served by a 
General Debate Upon It. 

London-, July 15.— In the House of 
Commons to-day, in reply to a question 
on the subject, Mr. A. J. Balfour, gov- 
ernment leader, said he did not think- 
any useful public purpose would be 
served by a- general debate of thu report 
of the South African parliamentary com- 
mission. This statement was received 
with derisive cheers by tho Radicals and 
the Irish members.

Seattle, July 15. — The open tourna- 
ment of the Seattle Tennis Club will 
commence next Wednesday and con-< 
tinue during the remainder of the weak. 
It is, in reality, the only big tournament 
that will be held in Seattle this season, 
and will bring together all the crack 
players of Washington and British Col- 
umbia. In one respect it is much more 
than an " open tournament," because it 
will carry with it the title to the stale 
championship. 

Tho seventh annual contest for the 
championship in singles of the Pacific 
Northwest will take place at Tacoma 
August 11 under the auspices of the Ta- 
coma Tennis Club and with the sanction 
of the United States National Lawn Ten- 
nis Association. Up to this year the 
open tournament of the Seattle Tennis 
Club, formerly Olympic Club, while 
fully equal to the big Tacoma tourna- 
ment in point of play, has never had a 
place in the " fixture " list published by 
Wright & Ditson in their official guide. 
ThiB year the guide announces officially 
that tho Seattle tournament carries with 
it the state championship. 

Last year J. F. FoulkeB, the champion 
of British Columbia, won the singles an 
the open tournament in this city, de- 
feating George A. Hurd after a brilliant 
struggle. Foulkes was thought to be a 
a tritle stronger player than Hurd, but 
when the Pacific Northwest champion- 
ship was ended the British Columbia 
champion was compelled to doff his cap 
to Mr. Hurd of Seattle. People who saw 
the match for the big championship 
have said that it was as brilliant an ex- 
hibition as was ever played in this part 
of the country. After that Fouikes . 
went East, and to the surprise of the 
talent gathered at Niagara, won tbe 
international handicap singles. 

Presuming that Mr. Fouikea and Mr. 
Hurd will meet in the BingleB next week 
for the championship of Washington, it 
follows that the match will be of great 
importance. Mr. FoulkeB has the ad- 
vantage of Mr. Hurd in height, reach, 
probably strength, and certainly speed 
of foot. If Mr. FoulkeB iB not actually, 
he coincs very near being the amateur 
champion 100-yard foot racer of British 
Columbia. Mr. Foulkes is very anxious 
to beat Mr. Hurd, because it would give 
him the championship of Washington, 
even if he does live in BritiBh Columbia, 
the honor of winning the open tourna- 
ment in Seattle twice in succession, and 
leave him the equal of any other player, 
if he should chance to be beaten for the 
championship of the Pacific Northwest 
at Tacoma. Champion Hurd is playing 
good tennis, and he is aB anxious to win 
the singles in the Seattle tournament 
next week as Mr. Foulkes is to beat him. 

It will not do to figure too much on 
Mr. Foulkes and Mr. Hurd, leaving out 
other prominent players of British Col- 
umbia and Washington. Mr. L. Pelly 
may have something to say. The entry 
list for next week's tournament will b^ 
the largest ever known, and the playing 
will undoubtedly be of a higher grade. 
In addition to Mr. Foulkes, British Col- 
umbia will send Mr. Card and Mr. Spike, 
players of marked ability. It is proba- 
ble that Mr. Cuppage, who was Mr. 
Foulkes' partner in doubles, may also 
come. Tacoma will be represented by 
Dr. White, Mr. Remington, Mr. Ander- 
son, Mr. Sternberg, Mr. Fransioli and 
others. Olympia will probably send one 
or two representatives. The appearance 
of several of the lady playerB of Victoria, 
British Columbia, will also add interest 
to the tournament, 

The programme of events will be as 
follows: Gentlemen's singles (state 
championship), gentlemen's doubles, 
mixed doubles, ladies' singles and ladies' 
doubles. 



ARBITRATION WINS. 

Through It the Coal Strike Is Likely to Be 
Soon Ended. 

Pittsbuhg, Pa., July 15. — Prospects 
for the settlement oi the miners' strike 
are brighter to-day than at any tirna 
since the struggle began, and both sides 
are almost ready to count on the resurno- 
tionofworkin the near future. The 
cheering announcement was made last 
night that W. P. Dearmit, president of 
the Now York and Cleveland Gas & Coal 
Company, whose 1,200 men have been 
constantly at work and without whoeo 
assistance the success of the movement 
has been jeopardized, has agreed to join

President Dearmit yesterday.

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The Sensational Lecturer Against 
the Rowan Catholic Priesthood 
la In Trouble. 



"Warrant Out For His Arrest For 
Circulating Indecent Literature 
—His Books Seized. 

A couple o£ weeks ago a man who ia 
known all over the Pacific Coast by the 
title lie %\vea himsolf of ex-I'riest Rutli- 
ven appeared in Victoria. liy means of 
sensationally worded handbills distribu- 
ted \videca.8t through the city, Ruthven 
advertised extensively that he would 
lecture at A.O.U.W. hall against the 
Roman <3atholic priesthood. The hand- 
bills niftde broad assertions, charging nil 
sorts of crimes ae being taught by the 
priests, and the result of these handbills 
brought a crowded audience to hear the 
, lecture. Jt waB Bomewhat along the 
lines of "Father" .Slattery'B lec- 
tures, a vituperative attack upon 
Roman Catholicism, And, in par- 
ticular the priesthood. The line of 
sensationalism was highly resented 
by the Roman Catholics of tlio city as 
well as stronuly disapproved by people of 
other faiths. ~ Still Kuthven was not in- 
terfered with when, next day, lie gave 
■another lecture on the same subject. 
.From here Ruthven went to Nnnaimo, 
and a few days ago returned to Victoria, 
where another lecture wus advertised to 
'take place on Sunday, July 18, at 8 
• o'clock, " for ladies and gentlemen," 
while in the evening the lecture 
•under a sensational heading was to bo 
given " for men only — boys under L7 
years not admitted." This was to be 
followed on Monday with a lecture for 
" ladieB only — girls under 17 years of 
age not admitted." The wording of the 
titles of the lectures was made as glar- 
ingly sensational as possible. Ruthven 
had already been denounced by the 
priesthood here, Father Nieolaye 
Btating over his signature in the 
press that the man had never been a 
priest and publishing a dispatch from 
the district attorney of Buffalo in 
support of his letter. 

Since Ruthven's return to Victoria it 
has been expected that some legal pro- 
ceedings would be taken to prevent him 
from lecturing or distributing printed 
pamphlets aimed against the priesthood, 
and yesterday these 'legal proceedings 
-were instituted. Mr. S. Perry Mills 
and Mr. Gordon Hunter were retained to 
take Bteps to prevent the dissemination 
of the books Ruthven had in his posses- 
sion, on the ground that they were inde- 
cent literature, and information wassworn 
out by Joseph Hall accusing Ruthven of 
publishing indecent, literature. The 
publishing and sellinc of indecent liter- 
ature is an indictable offence, punish- 
able with two years' imprisonment. 

Later on in the evening, upon the in- 
formation given by Joseph Hall 
a search warrant was Becured and 
given to Sergt. Walker and Detec- 
tive Perdue to execute. The war- 
rant was given on the ground that 
Ruthven without lawful justification or 
excuse published and sold indecent 
literature entitled " Crimes of Romish 
Priests," tending to the corruption of 
youth and others. 

Ruthven was found in his room No. 
i£3 Victoria hotel, where he has been 
boarding and between 800 and 900 
pamphlets including the one named 
above and others were seized and taken 
away. 

Ruthven was not arrested last night, 
although the warrant is made out for 
him, as Mr. Mills did not wish to have 
him taken away to the lockup late at 
night. Ruthven will, however, be ar- 
Tested this morning. Other legal pro- 
ceedings will be taken out to-day as well 
against him. 



A SUCCESSFUL ENDEAVOR. 

How the Recent Great Convention Helped to 
Smooth a Kentucky Girl's Path. 

San Francisco, July 14.— A romantic 
incident connected with the recent 
Christian Endeavor convention in this 
city developed to-day, when Miss Mary 
B. Davis, of Louisville, Ky., was married 
to George C. King, of this city, at the 
Palace hotel in the presence of a few 
mutual friendB, most of whom were 
members of the Kentucky delegation. 
King was formerly a clerk in the employ 
of the uncle of his bride, but was sent 
here as their agent, after Miss [Davis 
parents had discouraged his suit. Ho 
had not seen the young lady for bix 
years, when Bhe surprised him by meet- 
ing him here. While there had been no 
understanding between the young couple 
prior to their meeting, no time waB 
wasted after their reunion, for after 
mnking up their minds they promptly 
completed arrangements for the wed- 
diuir, which was celebrated to-day.

A CHAPTER OK INCIDENTS. 

Captain O'Ltary Tells a Story of the Mis- 
fortunes Which flefel His Vessel. 

Collector A. It. Milne has been for- 
warded all the money coming to and all 
the perBonal effects belonging to the late 
Joseph Cornoi, who died of consump- 
tion, and James Collinson, A. Hodgina 
and W. Henneberry, who are supposed 
to have been loBt at sea, for distribution 
among Victoria friends. The tsclioouer 
Geneva arrived at Hakodate on 
the 17th of last month with her 
flag at half-mast. Captain O'Leary 
in reviewing the incidents of his cm irl; 
reported that on the 3rd of March, 
Joseph Cornoi, a hunter, died onboard 
of consumption. On the 1 4th of April a 
boat containing James Collinson, hun- 
ter, and two sailorB left the ship at 
noon.

Through a Japanese sailor on board the 
Geneva Capt. O'Leary found out that 
the boat had been blown oil' shore dur- 
ing a gale, and that the men, eight 
originally, had been for twelve days 
without food or water.

This year the prize competition of the 
British Columbia Rifle Association iB to 
be held at Nanaimo, and the dates set 
are the last three days of this month. 
The programme has recently been issued, 
and proves to bo even more interesting 
than usual, additions having been made 
to the always generous prize- list until 
now it represents a total of about $1,500 
worth to bo won this year, and some 
$li00 in the way of trophies that have 
to be taken more thnn once by the 
same competitor to become his perma- 
nent property. The Grand Aggregate 
consists of the same number of compe- 
titions as for the past few years, there 
being six, with a total of 90 shotB, in- 
cluded in it; and the number of shots 
at each raniie remains the aatne, al- 
though to suit the altered circumstances 
of the year the arrangement has been 
Blightly varied. 

Out of compliment to the Nanaimo 
riflemen, who have prepared the range 
at au expense of several hundred dol- 
arB, the Nanaimo match haa been rein- 
orced by the addition to it of the 
cup presented by Mrs. NcIboh and 
formerly competed for in the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor's Match ; and the Ojieen's 
Birthday Cup, for which the Nanaimo 
men came twice twice to Victoria to 
compete, reappears on the programme. 
The Westminster match, with aa the 
chief prize the cup presented this year 
by the corporation of that city, takes the 
place of the Lieutenant-Governor's 
match of recent yearB. Another new 
cup is that from the Victoria corpora- 
tion, to replace that finally won last 
year. Mr. H. D. Helmekon, Q.C., M. 
P.P., is to the fore as usual with the 
pretty " Dorothy medal," one of the 
most coveted of the prizes annually 
otl'ered. 

The Walkers of Walkervillo are again 
represented by the ctiallenge trophy for 
teams, to run for live yeare— aud the 
$25 cup to be awarded to the highest in- 
dividual scorer of this year. To add to 
the interest of the Regular Service and 
Civilian competitors — the lntter repre- 
sented mainly by the Association's hosts 
at Nanaimo— Bpecial atrgregates have 
been arranged for them as well as the 
Militia. The Laurie Bugle match reverts 
to a large extent to the original conditions, 
being now between the Island and the 
Mainland battalions respectively, instead 
of between companies as for the past few 
years ; and the companies of the winning 
battalion will afterwards fire for the 
biiule upon their own range. 

The usual liberal provision is made for 
the Ottawa team, eight men to be sent 
to the Dominion meeting at the Capital 
at a cost of some $000 to the 
Provincial Association. It has been 
decided by the council to restrict the 
places on this team to members of the 
Active Militia, but a request is to be 
preferred on behalf of Nanaimo — where 
there is no militia corps — to allow say 
one man from that city to go if he is 
able to win a place against the military 
competitors. This request will be con- 
sidered by the council on the first day of 
the meeting. 

The ex-President of the Association, 
Lt.-Col. Wolfenden, has presented a 
very pretty cold medal to be awarded 
for the highest score in the Ottawa Team 
match, and his successor in office, Hon. 
Senator Mclnnes, will also present a 
Bpecial prize. As the President did not 
return from Ottawa until after the 
prize list had been prepared for the 
printer, his gift is not announced 
in it, but with some others that are to 
be forthcoming will be duly posted be- 
fore the competitions open. 

The range officer this year will be Col. 
Wolfenden, a veteran official of the asso- 
ciation. The register keepers were in - 
tended to be drawn ns customary from 
the Royal Marine Artillery, but it has 
been found that the men cannot be 
Bpnred from that corps and other ar- 
rangements will have to be made. The 
markers are to be drawn from Vancou- 
ver, Nanaimo and Victoria, from each of 
which cities applications have already 
been received. 

All the indications point to a very 
successful meeting, although the phe- 
nomenal attendance record of last year 
is not expected to be equalled.

VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, July 15.— Ben. Wredo'.s 
fate it at last known, lie died in the far 
away Onaineca country. Ilia skeleton 
was found by Indians, papers beside the 
remains proving his identity. Mr. Wrede 
went to Victoria from San Francisco 15 
years ago and made money in tiie hotel 
business. Ho moved to Vancouver and 
built tiie Stag and Pheasant hotel, add- 
ing materially to his rapidly growing 
fortune. He afterwards moved to Lar- 
deau City. For the past few years, how- 
ever, misfortunes have overtaken him, 
and two years ago he decided to try to 
retrieve his lost fortune by mining in 
the scarcely known Omineca country. 
Since then no trace of him could be 
found. This year when C. M. Black 
headed a party for the same country, 
Mr. 0. L. Behneen, who deeply in- 
terested himself in his friend's" dis- 
appearance, asked Mr. Black to do his 
best to learn the fate of Ben Wrede. 
The following letter tells the story: 
" Your letter of the 22nd reached me in 
due time, aud I am sorry to say I have 
news for you regarding Ben Wrede. He 
left Fort Graham, on the Findlay river, 
prospecting on March 10, 1806, and was 
never seen afterwards. About the end 
of February some roaming Stickinees 
found his camp and lots of provisions 
cached there, but everything looked old, 
so they examined around the spot and 
at last found his remains. He had been 
cutting wood and cut his foot on the in- 
step, and had evidently bled to death 
before getting back to his tent. They 
buried him and brought a few papers 
found near his body to McLeod's Lake. 
From here they have been sent here and 
will be forwarded to you by Mr. Gamsell 
at once. From these letters and papers 
there is nodoubt as to his identification. 
Hoping you will get this safely anil con- 
vey my deep sympathy to Mrs. Wrede, 
I am, yours very truly, (signed) C. M. 
Black."

MR. BOSTOCK AT HOME. 

The Member For Yale And Cariboo Speaks 
Of His First Session In The Parlia- 
ment of Canada. 

Having left the Dominion capital on 
tho 2nd instant, and spent a day or so 
en route west at his well-known ranch 
at Ducks, Mr. Hewitt Bostock, M.P., for 
Yale and Cariboo, is once more at home 
in this city. He has had no time for 
meeting his constituents in public meet- 
ing since the close of the session, hut 
utilized the few days in Yale by which 
the trip to the coast was broken in 
noting the general prosperity and favor- 
able prospects of the more accessible 
portion of his large district. The crops 
there are, he says, looking very well, 
and although the early hay suffered 
somewhat from wet weather, the second 
crop promises to be so large as to make 
practical amends. Increased postal 
facilities seem to be at present the great 
necessity of the district, and Bteps are 
being taken to meet the wishes and 
rights oi the public in this connection. 

In regard to railway matters, Mr. 15os- 
tock has little to say supplementary to 
the information contained in the pre^s 
dispatches from the Capital and the pub- 
lished interviews with the members who 
have preceded him Jiere. lie does not 
think that there lias been any serious 
wrongdoing in connection with the 
Drummond county road, as some of the 
senators have been led to behove by the 
bluster of a contractor who perhaps was 
desirous of posing asashrewder bargain- 
maker than he really was. Still, how- 
ever, if there was any cause for suspicion 
Mr. Bostock sees no reason why investi- 
gation should not be made — to fully 
satisfy the people and remove any possi- 
bility' of misapprehension. 

No one regrets more than Mr. Bostock 
the failure of railway negotiations for 
the direct advantage of British Colum- 
bia. He does not, however, consider the 
battle lost yet, and hopes, with other 
patriotic British Columbians, to see the 
lino to Penticton yet commenced ai.d 
carried forward as far as possible before 
tho close of the present year. In con- 
nection with the projected road across 
the Hope mountains he relates a little 
story of Mr. Duchesne's, which illus- 
trates the C. P. K.'s contention that the 
route via Penticton will be both the 
quickest secured and most feasible road 
by which to gain access to the Boundary 
country. 

" There are two ways of getting to a 
given point," Baid Mr. Duchesne in a 
conversation to which Mr. Bostock re- 
ferred. " Some people might prefer to 
go as the crow flies, climbing over the 
roofs oi buildings to do it. Of course 
that might be the most direct lino. The 
othor way would bo around the road. 
Common-sense people would be inclined 
to take road. And that ia what tho C. 
P. R. people propose to do."

THE GOVERNMENT CAN DO IT. 

The Colonist will not go to the Van- 
couver World when it feels the necessity 
for leeaons either in sense or courtesy. 
Keither will it be deterred from agitat- 
ing for what it believes are the rights of 
the Province and for the advancement of 
ltd most pressing interests for fear of in- 
curring the displeasure of its Mainland 
contemporary. In passing, we may say 
further, that the exhibitions of personal 
animus displayed by the World in con- 
nection with the proposed railway into 
the Boundary Creek country indicate 
that personal rather than public consid- 
erations influence its course. 

The World asks the Colonist to tell it 
how the Dominion government can pro- 
vide for the construction of the Pentic- 
toa- Boundary railway withont a vote of 
pari iament. Can the World be as 
ignorant as it pretends to be? 
Does the World not know that 
the terms on which the Canadian Pa- 
cific was built were settled without par- 
liamentary sanction, Btibject, of course, 
to subsequent ratification? It would be 
possible to find scores of precedents in 
which 'the government has incurred 
obligations in cases of emergency sub- 
ject to parliamentary approval, and the 
Jirst caBe has yet to be cited where such 
approval has been withheld. A govern- 
ment must take some responsibility on 
the strength of its possessing the confi- 
dence of a parliamentary majority. If 
nothing was ever done by the British or 
Canadian governments, against which 
no one could object that parliamentary 
sanction had not been obtained, the 
record of statesmanlike achievements 
would bo much shorter and less bril- 
liant than it is. We repeat, that if the 
Dominion government wishes to do so, 
it can find a way to co-operate with the 
Jocal government and secure the im- 
mediate construction of the railway in 
question. Mr. Hewitt Bostock, M.P., 
in an interview in this paper, takes the 
same position. 



TRADE WITH AUSTRALIA. 

We find in the Canadian Trade Re- 
view some interesting statements in re- 
gard to trade with Australia. The Re- 
view's article is suggested by an an- 
nouncement that the United States gov- 
ernment made a trial shipment of si<cty 
tons of butter to Australia by the War- 
rimoo on her last voyage, and it tells ua 
that not a pound of Canadian butter and 
only 410 boxes of Canadian cheese were 
Bent to the Island Continent in the fiscal 
year ending Juno 30, 1897. The Review 
thinks the lack of freight space in the 
Australian steamers militates against 
the development of more than one line 
of trade— a statement that contrasts 
strongly enough with what we used to 
be told when the line to Australia was 
proposed. Then it used to be prophe- 
sied that the steamers would have no- 
thing to carry. The Review says: 

Hops from British Columbia are being 
tested in Australia and there are hopes 
of their being able to compete with the 
Tub man inn hop which is now the favorite 
there. Canadian malt should also find 
u market; for the climate of Australia is 
not suited to malting, and the article is 
imported, the best coming from Eng- 
land. Before a quantity could be shipped 
experiments would have to be made as 
to how it could be safely carried. Eng- 
lish hops come over in iron tanks, but 
these would be too expensive in the 
Northwest, and Canadian malt is sent in 
double bags, but it is said occasionally 
to slack, in transit. Experiment only 
would determine whether malt could be 
carried safely in close cotton bags from 
Canada, and failing this, whether it 
<:onld be shipped in tallow casks which 
would find a good market on arrival. 
■ 'J'hiis there would bo no cost for pack- 
The market is large enough and 



prices are sufficiently high to warrant 
experimenting in methods for safe con- 
veyance. 

The Review urges the manufacturers 
of Canada to study and cultivate the 
Australian market, which it says is both 
stable and sympathetic. Similar advice 
may profitably be given to Canadian 
dairymen. No one line of industry is of 
greater benefit to a community than 
dairying, for it practically takeB nothing 
out of the country; that is, a country 
can go on indefinitely yielding dairy pro- 
ducts without becoming exhausted, for 
butter and cheese are little moro than 
atmospheric products. The soil fur- 
nishes the foothold for the plants on 
which dairy animals are fed. Ninety 
per cent, and more of what goes to make 
up butter aud cheese comes out of the 
inexhaustible atmosphere. As illustra- 
tive of what can be done in the matter 
of dairy products from a small area, it 
may be added that the little kingdom of 
Denmark, which is about as large as 
Vancouver Island, ships to Great Britain 
alone about $30,000, 000 worth a year. 
British Columbia could readily supply 
Australia with all it needs of these 
articles. 

A SUGGESTION IN AQUATICS. 

In the James Bay Athletic Club, Vic- 
toria has an organization that is a credit 
to the city. A broom crowns the flag 
stall' on the Club House and trophies of 
prowess of the Club's representative 
oarsmen are on public exhibition. It iB 
time that the champions of the North- 
west were given a chance to measure 
oars against competitors in a wider field. 
If there is to be a regatta at Lachine or 
elsewhere in the Kast this year, at 
which representative crews will be pres- 
ent, the James Bay colors ought to be in 
the field, and, if the boys do as well as 
we believe they will, next year ought to 
Bee them at Henley. We believe there 
would be 90 difficulty at all in raising 
the necessary funds to 6end a four-oared 
crew East this year, if there is to be any 
meeting of sufficient importance to 
make it worth while for them to go. 
People would freely subscribe for such a 
purpose, because it would be really an 
excellent thing in many ways for Vic- 
toria to be represented in the Eastern 
regattas. 

We suggest to the Club that it might 
very well take this matter up and, if 
anything can be done in the way of send- 
ing a crew East, the cooperation of 
some of the members of the business 
community be invited. We are satis- 
fied that it will bo freely extended. 
Meanwhile, though a little tardy in do- 
ing so, the Colonist would like to con- 
vey to the oarsmen, who so Bplendidly 
upheld the honors of the Club at Port- 
land, a brief acknowledgement of their 
capital work. They made every Vic- 
torian feel proud. 

The Sanitary Inspector and the Build- 
ing Inspector have united in a recom- 
mendation to the city council in regard 
to certain buildings, which ought to be 
pulled down. The Colonist is not in- 
formed as to what the buildings are, but 
it is told that recommendations of this 
character, made on previous occasions, 
have come to naught by reason of influ- 
ences which the owners have been able 
to bring to bear upon the city council. 
This is not right ; or, if it iB right, the 
city should secure the services of inspec- 
tors who will not make recommenda- 
tions so unreasonable that the council 
will not act upon them. Presumably no 
member of the city council would be in- 
duced by considerations aB to the per- 
sonal convenience of individual property 
owners to disregard meritorious recom- 
mendations made by responsible offi- 
cials; and so the public will have to as- 
sume, in case the recommendations now 
made are not acted upon, that the offi- 
cers in question really do not know what 
ought to be done, and will expect to Bee 
them replaced by others who will re- 
commend things that really are neces- 
sary. It is one of the Btrango facta in 
human experience, and the evidence of 
it ia to bo found in the proceedings of 
every city council on earth, that to elect 
a man an alderman is to make him an 
expert in every department of science 
and industry. 

Tin: Monetary Times says there are no 
stockB of British Columbia hops now in 
Toronto, and that dealerB there say they 
would gladly give 15 cents a pound for 
all that would be . forthcoming. The 
Times directs the attention of our pro- 
vincial hop growers to the market open- 
ing for them in Japan. At present the 
principal Japanese drink is saka, of 
which about 5,000,000 barrels are con- 
sumed annually. The domestic beer 
product was 100,000 barrels last year, 
and is rapidly increasing. It iB thought 
that it will shortly take the place of 
saka in public esteem. A very large 
market is likely to be created in Japan 
for Canadian barley. Hitherto the 
barley used in the Japanese breweries 
has been the German two-rowed barley; 
but the popular taste prefers beer made 
from the four-rowed or six-rowed, such 
as Canada produces in perfection. 

An incident has occurred in Nanaimo 
that is worth passing notice. A city by- 
law required seera and clairvoyants to 
pay a license fee of $50 every six months. 
Against this the Spiritualists' Associa- 
tion of the city protested, two grounds 
being alleged. One was that the license 
fee tends " to hinder and retard the pro- 
gress of spiritualism"; the other, that 
Spiritualists should have the same privi- 



leges aB other religious bodies. The City 
Council complied with the prayer of the 
petition, and hence must be considered 
as taking the position that spiritualism 
is a religion, whoso progress ought not 
to be hindered or retarded. Spiritualism 
has certainly advanced many stages, 
since the Fox sisters began their exibi- 
tions of table-rapping, to receive such 
recognition from a city council. 



The republican newspapers in the 
West aro endeavoring to weaken the 
effect of Bryan's campaign by ridiculing 
the man. This is the lastargument of a 
party that scentB defeat in the air. 
Bryan's financial remedies may be more 
mischievous than the disease they are 
intended to cure; but theia is no deny- 
ing the force and influence of the man 
who propounds them. To-day he has 
a larger personal following than any 
man in the United States, and he stands 
a first class chance of becoming a leader 
in a new revolution, which will shake 
the country to its centre. We do not 
mean an armed revolution ; but one in 
economic policy. To belittle Bryan is 
like making a jest of the crest of a com- 
ing tidal wave. 

To-day the first pack train was sche- 
duled to Btart over the White Pass into 
the Yukon valley. The train wns to car- 
ry forty tons of merchandize, The White 
Pass is the new route opened by the 
British Yukon Company, or the Duke of 
Teck's Company, as it is popularly 
called. This is an interesting piece of 
news, especially as it will before long be 
followed by the announcement that work 
has been begun upon the railway over 
the Pasa. The opening of the new route 
to the Yukon will prove ol great value to 
the trade of the CoaBt cities, if the Do- 
minion government can be persuaded to 
put a custom-house officer on to collect 
duties on goods from the United States 
going into Canadian territory.

Commenting upon Judge Drake's de- 
cision that the law prohibiting the em- 
ployment of Chinese underground ia in- 
operative, because no penalty is provid- 
ed, the Nanaimo Review says the de- 
cision " would not stand forone moment 
in the way of a strong, straight govern- 
ment." What extraordinary doctrine is 
this? Wheii did it come about that a 
government haB a right to override the 
decision of the courts? While this deci- 
sion stands, it must bo respected. We 
have no more information on the point 
than anyone else, but assume that all 
questions under the Act will remain in 
abeyance until the constitutional point 
has been settled. 



These seems to be a genuine prospect 
of cheaper bicycles, and in this case 
cheapness will not mean inferiority. An 
opinion prevails among those who are 
close to the manufacturers that, since 
the bicycle has passed the fad period, the 
makers will consult the pockets of their 
customers more closely than they have 
been doing. Plain, serviceable wheels 
will be sold at moderate prices and more 
ornamental kinds will be more costly.

Every additional hour of liberty increases 
the convict's chances of getting finally 
away, and it ia almost impossible to un- 
derstand how he has in his conspicuous 
garb, marked with the broad arrow, so 
long eluded the vigilance of his pursuers. 
He is one of the most deeperate of the 
criminals lately dealt with by the police 
and this makes hia escape ail the more 
regrettable. It was quite possibly facil- 
itated by the fact that since the Jubilee 
the ironB are now no longer attached to 
the legs of the convicts as they are as- 
signed to work in the jail yards. 

There are always two sides to a ques- 
tion, and the friends of young Thomaa 
Aitkens, who lias been held for four 
months or more to answer for the shoot- 
ing of his father-in-law, George Brown 
of Metehosin, are somewhat at sea when 
they say that the old man is quite able 
to appear in court and give his evidence, 
saving the prisoner from longer detention 
in jail without trial, As a matter of fact, 
according to Constable McKenna, who 
surprised the old man with a call on 
Wednesday, he not only is not well 
enough to come to town, but he is surely 
though slowly approaching Ilia end. _ If 
he doeB not miraculously improve during 
the next few dayB the magistrate will 
visit him at hia home, probably on Mon- 
day next, and there receive his depo- 
sition.

Walkley, King- & Casey Jlold That 
the Work lias Been Taken 
Off Their Hands. 



The difficulties between Messrs. Walk 
ley King it Casey, the waterworks con 
tractors and tho city are now coming to 
a head and the determination of the 
city council to tackle the waterworks 
improvements themselves and hold the 
contractors responsible ia likely to result 
in the courts being resorted to. The 
city is yet holding back some .-(27,000, 
which represents twenty-five per cent,, 
of the contract and the check for $1,375 
the five per cent., that had to be put up 
when the contract was awarded. The 
contractors claim that the city took over 
the works on August 15 last and as 
the contractors had to keep the 
works in repair for three months 
more, they will claim interest from 
November 15, last besides the 
amount named and also will put in a 
claim for damages as well, 

Speaking of the position of the dispute 
yesterday, Mr. Walkeley stated that lie 
und Iiib partners were quite willing yet 
to leave tho matter to arbitration, as had 
been proposed some time ago. In con- 
nection with the subject the public will 
perhaps read with interest the following 
letter which was Bent to the City on 
April 20 last, but which the Mayor de- 
clined at that time to hand over to the 
presB for publication : 

[without prejudice.] 
Victoria, B.C., April 20, 1897. 
To the Mayor and Aldermen oj the City 
of Victoria, Victoria, B.C. 
Die An Snts : — We, on Saturday, receiv- 
ed a letter from Mr. Taylor asking us to 
communicate with him on the subject of 
further work to be done on the Elk Luke 
works. It has been arranged between 
ourselveB and him that we should write 
to you directupon the subject. VA r e may 
premise that it ia not the desire of the 
contractors to state that it. is not their 
intention to do any further work of any 
kind upon the Elk Lake works. It is 
intimated by Mr. Taylor that His Wor- 
ship the Mayor gathered some such in- 
tention from the remarks of Mr. Walkley 
in a conversation with him, but M'e beg 
to state that it was not Mr. Walklcy's 
intention to convey such an idea. On 
the contrary, the contractors are anxious 
to comply with any reasonable request 
which may be made by the council look- 
ing towards the completion of the works 
and tho settlement of tho business be- 
tween them and the city, As you are 
aware, there are two matters in respect 
of which complaints have been made by 
the city engineer; namely, first, the 
leakage from the outer part of the lower 
walls of tho filter beds, and second, the 
thickness of the concrete tlooring of the 
filter bedB. 

With respect to the second of these 
two matters, it is needless that we 
should repeat what occurred in the 
course of the investigation held by the 
Council a week ago, but, we apprehend 
that there can be little doubt in the 
mind of any person who hears the evi- 
dence of the different persons who were

examined by the council that both the 
clerk of the works and the contractors 
had reasonable grounds to believe and 
did believe tliat the city engineer ex- 
pressly authorized the change which 
was made, that, in view of the letter 
which waa produced, which in itself 
seems to us au admission that the 
authority was Riven, the unsatisfactory 
statements of the engineer with regard 
to his knowledge of the change (espe- 
cially taken in conjunction with the 
positive statement of Mr. Brown that 
the engineer, after authorizing the 
change and while the concrete flooring 
waa being laid went into the filter beds 
and not only inspected, but measured 
the thickness of the same), it ia impoa- 
sible to escape tho conclusion that the 
engineer's recollection with regard to 
the matters in question is wholly unre- 
liable; that (luring the progress of the 
work, both Mr. Jorgenson and Mr. Wil- 
mot verbally authorized changes which 
were made under the inspection of the 
engineer and for which the contractors 
were paid without demur, 

On these facts, the contractors are 
quite prepared to take the stand that, as 
a question of law, the change in ques- 
tion was authorized by the engineer 
within the terms of the contract and for 
the consequences of which they are not 
and cannot be held responsible; but, 
iuite apart from the legal question, the 
contractors, with the utmost confidence, 
submit to the fair judgment of the coun- 
cil, that in view of the facts above men- 
tioned, it would be unfair at this date 
to raise tho objection (if such an objec- 
tion were tenable as a matter of law), 
that the change in question waa not 
sanctioned by written authority of the 
engineer, 

With regard to the first of the above- 
mentioned matters, namely, the leakage 
mentioned, it has been already pointed 
out to the council by the contractors, we 
think, that it would be a very dillicult 
matter to effectually repair or remedy 
the leaks while the water remains as at 
present between the coffer-dam and the 
main dam. It is the view of the con- 
tractors that that portion of the outer 
walls of the filler beds which ia not faced 
by a concrete rendering has beea made 
as complete and water-tight aa is possi- 
ble without such concrete rendering, 
and that for the purpose of making the 
whole of theae walls water-tight it is 
only necessary that there should be such 
covering, i t must be obvious that this 
work would bo very greatly retarded, 
and could not be satisfactorily done, 
while the walls are subject to the water 
pressure which they now sustain. 

The contractors would, in this connec- 
tion, most respectfully ct 11 the attention 
of the council to the fact, that had the 
original design of the worka not been 
interfered with by the tilling up of the 
waste weir, it would have been an easy 
matter to empty the basin between the 
main dam and ti e coffer-dam. In the 
present condition 01 the works, however, 
it would bo necessary to pump out the 
water or to Urst icstore the weir to Its 
original condition. Wo take it that it 
would unqm itimibly be decidedly im- 
prudent to iun the water oil' through the 
filter beds. 

As it will te ah olately necessary that 



the hi«in should be emptied before 
the filter beds can be used, it 
is, we think, reasonable and it 
would serve tho convenience of all par- 
ties if the council would (iu order that 
the work of repairing the walls should 
be proceeded with without delay) empty 
the basin at once. If this course be not 
taken, it would, as we mentioned above, 
cause a great deal of delay and would 
make the work of repairing quite un- 
necessarily difficult, if not impossible, 

The contractors are willing, if the ba- 
sin is emptied, to proceed with the re- 
pairing of the walls, but, before doing 
so, we think that the council ought to 
give to us some intimation of the Btand 
which they intend to take with respect 
to the concrete flooring. In the course 
of the conversation Mr. Walkley and the 
Mayor, above mentioned, Mr. Walkley 
gathered that the Mayor intended to in- 
timate that the council would raise the 
objection that the authority was not in 
writing for the change referred to. If 
that stand should be taken, the contrac- 
tors feel that they could, in justice to 
themselves, make no further efforts to- 
wards the settlementof the matters men« 
tiontd by arrangement and conciliation, 
but that they should stand upon their 
legal rights. We do not desire that the 
council should receive this intimation aa 
being in the nature of a threat, as the 
contractors entertain a very considerable 
confidence that the judgment of the 
council would not approve of a course 
which would bear so unjustly upon them. 
The contractors would be willing, if the 
council so desire, that the work should 
now be taken off the hands of the con- 
tractors by the city, and that any further 
necessary works should be done by the 
city, the city retaining out of the con- 
tract price any reasonable sum, say $000, 
to be applied for the cost of such work. 
We may add that in respect of any mat- 
ters in which a difference of opinion ex- 
ists between the con tractors and the city, 
the contractors will bo perfectly willing 
that the same, or the whole question as 
to what further work Bhould be done 
and by whom it should be paid for, 
should be submitted to the arbitration 
of some competent engineer.

— the headwaters of tho Yukon — and, 
like other men who have lately come 
from the famous gold country of the 
North, he brings back interesting tales 
of the marvellous finds that have been 
made. Fully 2,000 men have gone in by 
the Dyea pass this year, ho says, and 
there are from 100 to 150 more on the 
trail at present. Juneau is wild with 
excitement and the business men are go- 
ing in to take a chance at mining them- 
selves. 

"The stories of the fortunes made are 
not fables, although they sound like 
fairy tales," says Mr. Sullivan. "Men 
have gone into the Clondvke and taken 
but fortunes of from $60,000 to $70,000 
in two or two and a half months — men 
who had not a dollar in the world last 
fall. From .$10,000 to $100,000 has been 
taken out of claims, and one Frenchman 
I knew helped another fellow clean up, 
with the result that 80 pounds in weight 
of gold was taken out of the winter dump 
in two di ys." 

No doubt many new finds will be 
mnde Ibis year in the gold belt, Mr. Sul- 
livan believes, and at present the gold 
belt hns been found to extend for 100 
miles, drawing a straight line from Circle 
City in Alnska through the Clondyke in 
Canada, Forty-Mile Creek, and to the 
headwaters ei tho Stewart river. Nearly 
every stream cutting this bplt shows 
gold, and the only way for British Co- 
lumbia to control the trade of the Yukon 
country is by building a railway through 
one of the passes and then have steamers j use.

The Now Precautions Taken to Pre- 
vent the Spread of Fruit 
Peats. 

Stringent Regulations Governing: 
the Inspection of Trees, Nursery 
Stock and Fruit. 



The rules adopted recently by the 
Provincial Board of Horticulture to pre- 
vent the introduction of new fruit pesta 
and to deatroy thoao already in existence 
in thiB province, are published in this 
week'a British Columbia Gazette. 

It is provided that all persona owning 
trees infected with any pest shall notify 
some member of the board. All import- 
ers of nursery stock must give notice to 
some member of the board before the 
arrival of such stock or plants, for inspec- 
tion purposes. 

Rules are provided for the disinfection 
or destruction ot trees or nursery Btock 
as may be found necessary. Important 
provisions are : 

"All importers of fruit mustgive notice 
to a member of the board or his agent, 
or the inspector of fruit pests, upon the 
arrival of any and all shipments of fruit ; 
aud all fruit and fruit packages imported 
into this province shall bo inspected, and 
if found fo bo free from insect pesta and 
fungous disease a clean certificate shall 
be issued therefor in conformity 
with the rule and regulations of 
the board: Provided, however, that 
no fruit or fruit packages im- 
ported into the province shall be removed 
from any dock, wharf, mole or station 
where BUch fruit and fruit packages have 
been landed, before inspection and such 
clean certificate thereof shall have been 
obtained, and all such fruit and fruit 
packages as may bo found infected with 
any insect pest or fungous disease shall 
be either destroyed by the importers 
thereof, by such process and within such 
time as any member of the board, the 
inspector of fruit pests, or any agent ap- 
pointed by the board may direct, or shall 
be reshipped within euch time as any 
member of the board, the inspector of 
fruit pests, or any agent appointed by 
the board may direct, by the importers 
thereof to some point without the pro- 
vince. 

"All fruit, whether imported or grown 
in this province, or exposed for sale, 
shall be subject to inspection under the 
authority of the board, and if found to 
be infeettd with any injurious insect, 
pest, or fUDgous disease shall be quaran- 
tined, or may be destroyed at the ex- 
pense of the owner of the said fruit, by 
such methods as the board or its agents 
may direct. 

"All persona shipping, Bonding or 
delivering any fruit, fruit trees, scions, 
cuttings, or plants within the province 
Bhall place upon or aecurely attach to 
each box, crate or other package or par- 
cel containing the same, a distinct 
stamp, mark or label showing the name 
of the producer and shipper or Bonder, 
and the locality whore grown, but boxes 
and barrels containing fruit shall bo 
stenciled or Btnmped with letters not 
less than three-quarters of an inch in 
length." 

' The various remedies in use for the 
extirpation of peata are given. 

The quarantine stations, with the 
officers particularly in charge, are: 
Victoria, inspector of fruit pests and 

E. A. Carow Gibson; Vancouver. West- 
minster and Liverpool, T. Cunningham ; 
Nanaimo, Geo. Pannell; Comox, Geo. 
II. Roe; Mission City, G. W. 
Henry; Vernon, 11. F. Denison; 
Oaoyoos, C. A. R. Lambly; Ket- 
tle River, R. It. Gilpin; Golden, 

F. C. Lang; Fort Steele, R. L. T. Gal- 
braith ; VVest Kootenay, J. F. Coatello, 
Northport. All imported trees, nursery 
Btock and fruit must bo entered at these 
quarantine stations, though by paying 
the expenses of the inspecting officor in- 
spection may, by request, be made at 
other points. 

A penalty not exceeding $50 fine is 
provided for violating the provisions of 
the rules, and the co-operation of horti- 
cultural and agricultural societies is 
invited by the board in the enforcement 
of the provisions.

the plncea on tho Ottawa Team are 
wholly eonfiiied to th« Militia, and not 
to Civilians, as " Rifle " would lend 
readers to believe ; and must remain so 
confined unless tho Council see fit to 
decide otherwise. On behalf of Nanai- 
mo, a motion is to ho made that the 
riflemen of that city be allowed to have 
one place on the Ottawa Team if they 
can win it against tho Militia. Aa a 
member of the Council I will support 
any motion to that effect, aB there is 
no corps of Militia at Nanaimo 
and the riflemen there have no 
opportunity of qualifying as Militiamen. 
Last year Nanaimo was allowed two 
places — if it could win them — for the 
same reason, The moat successful year 
British Columbia hits had at Ottawa 
and Toronto was 1891, when two com- 
petitors not eligible aa efficient members 
of the Active Militia won places on and 
went with the team. 

Tho last statement by " Rifle"— that 
ow.ini! to the Ottawa team " not being 
wholly com posed of militia, B.C. teams 
aie debarred from entering in these. 
(Ottawa) matches," ia wholly untrue. 
There are eight men sent annually from 



British Columbia, and the only team 
competition for which the whole eight 
aro required is the London Merchants' 
Cup Match, for which Civilians are 
olitrible. 

With regard to "Rifle's" objection 
to competitors entered aB militiamen 
being required to be in 11 poaition to 
produce certificates of efficiency, and to 
wear their uniform, I may say that in 
an experience oi boiiio seventeen yearB 
in the militia, I have not found that 
either of these requirements is irksome.

Testing Coal. 

Aii apparatus by which an engineer 
may test or determine tho quality and 
adaption of the coal he receives is de- 
scribed in the Boston Journal of Com- 
merce. The test is not. intended to be an 
analysis, but principally to show tho 
amount of fixed carbon in tho coal and 
the percentage of ash. As each carload 
is received samples aro taken from 20 or 
more parts of the car, thoroughly mixed 
and quartered, each quarter being also 
mixed and quartered until the sample is 
obtained. This Rumple is then carefully 
weighed, the volatile matter driven off, 
weighed again, and tho carbon consumed, 
and the ash weighed. This estimate is 
important in guarding against the use 
of coal having an undue percentage of 
ash. The various coals differ in tho per- 
centage of ash which they contain, somo 
Cumberland coals having from 12 to 14 
per cent of ash, whilo a good New river 
will have as low as 3 or 4 por cent. 
Thus, though tho coals may look alike 
to the average engineer, the heat value 
characterizing them is 10 percent great- 
er in one description than the other, 
and, ascertaining this, an important 
saving in tho cost of fuel may result.

The N. P. Steamship Brings Twenty 
Japanese to Engage in a New 
B. 0. Industry. 



Victoria's Largest. Shipment of Stock 
Goes North on Sunday— Copper 
Island Sealing. 



Poor coal that wub got at Moje, Japan, 
accounted for the N. P. steamship Peli- 
can's non-arrival until yesterday morn- 
ing. The ship reached quarantine after 
an 18-day passage at 2:30 a.m., and 
seven hours later berthed at the outer 
wharf, standing high out of water. She 
brought a cargo made up principally of 
tea and including a considerable quan- 
tity of mixed freight for this city. The 
passengers with one exception— a Mr. 
Flood, who is travelling to San Francisco 
—were all Japanese, there being in all 
115 destined lor Victoria, and all but 
twenty of this little army of laborers 
having crossed the Pacific with the ex- 
pectations of finding employment in the 
canneries of this province. The twenty 
came to work forT. Hyashi, a prominent 
Japanse farmer of Salt Spring Island. 
Mr. Hyashi has already a large number 
of men working for him and the aug- 
menting of his present BtafTof employees 
means the enlargement of his business, 
but not altogether in the farm- 
ing line. The experience he has 
had in that industry, however, has 
taught him that "lish is one of 
the best fertilizer there is for land. 
Knowing that there is a good demand 
for it in Japan, Mr. Hyashi is looking 
forward to a remunerative business in 
the shipping of it thither, and he has ac- 
cordingly engaged extra men to carry 
out his plans. From the Yokohama pa- 
pers brought by the Pelican it is gleaned 
that the schooners C. G. Cox, Casco and 
Umbrina arrived at Yokohama on June 
11) with 1,287, 872 and 817 skins, respect 
ively. Two dayB previous the BorealiB 
arrived at the same port with 300 Bkins 
and the Director with 810, the latter re- 
porting the Annie IS. Paint with 900 and 
the Golden Fleece with 030. The Pelican 
had one unruly Bailor aboard when she 
first arrived. He refused to work, but 
through a little moral Buasion on the 
part of officer McKenna he finally be- 
came submissive to his superiors.

The Winnipeg Four Lose in the Trials- 
American Single Scullers Doing Well. 

Henley-on-Thames, July 15. — The 
Becond day of the regatta was favored 
with beautiful weather. A light wind 
was blowing up the course. The attend 
ance was very much better than yester 
day. 

Grand Challenge Cup— Tho fourth heat 
was won by the Leander club, heating 
the Utrecht University Boat Club, 
Triton. Leander won easily, after a 
procession, by one and three-quarter 
lengths. The fifth heat was won by New 
College, Oxford, who beat Trinity Hall, 
Cambridge. New College led through- 
out. Trinity Hall spurted at the finish, 
hut New College responded and won by 
half a length. Time, 7 minutes 2 sec- 
onds. Many good judges are confident 
that New College will defeat Leander in 
the finals. 

Ladies' Challenge Plate — The sixth 
trial heat was won by Eton College, who 
beat King's College, Cambridge. 

Thames Challenge Cup— The fifth 
trial heat was won by the Kingston 
Rowing Club, who beat the Delft Stu- 
dents' Rowing Club. 

Stewards' Challenge Cup— The third 
heat was won by the Leander Club, 
beating the London Rowing Club. In 
tho fourth heat the Winnipeg crew met 
defeat at the hands of the New College 
Club, Oxford. The result, while disap 
pointing to their Canadian friends, was 
not entirely unlooked for. The Winni 
peg crew were extremely unfortunate in 
the matter of their boat. General regret 
is expressed that they are not better 
equipped in this regard. 

Visitors' Challenge Cup — The first 
trial heat waa won by Trinity College, 
Oxford, who beat New College, Oxford. 

Wyfold Challenge Cup— The first trial 
heat was won by Jesus College, Cain- 
bridge, who beat tho Thames Rowing 
Club. The second heat waa won by the 
Kingston Rowing Club, who heat the 
London Rowing Club. 

Till'. DIAMOND SCULLS. 

Dr. McDowell, in the fifth trial heat 
for the Diamond Sculls, defeated T. J. 
Hogan, of tho New Ross Boat Club, 
winning as he liked in minutes and 3 
seconds. ( IIogan got away first and soon 
led by half a length. McDowell was 
after him full speed and soon collared 
him, and when he reached open water 
began to pass him. Then to every- 
body's astoniahtnant Hogan allowed 
signs of being winded, and losing his 
head collided witli almost everything in 
sight, being thrice mixed up with piles. 
McDowell slowed up, looked compla- 
cently at his rival, then proceeded 
towards the finish very quietly, and as 
if he were out rowing foi pleasure, in- 
deed, he allowed Hogan to overtake him 
and they were almost even at the finish. 
The time was as follows: Quarter mile, 
1 minute 45 seconds; half, 3 minutes 3 
seconds ; mile li minuteB oil second. The 
sixth trial heat was won by II. T. Black- 
staff, of the Vesta Rowing Club, who 
'neat A. F. G. Everett, of the London 
Rowing Olub. 

The seventh trial heat was won by IS, 
It. Ten ISyck of the Waohusset Boat 
Club, Mass., who heat J. J. Bluese, of 
the Dehocp Rowing Club. Young Ten 
Eyck's style does not suit the English, 
and they say so. Ten Eyck and Blusse 
started even, the American poking the 
nose of his boat in front, and when he 
cleared the island he was three-quarters 
of a length ahead and rowing a stroke of 
thirty-five to tho minute. He reached 
the quarter-mile stake in one minute and 
eighteen seconds, and then had 11 lead of 
two lengths. About half way down the 
course Bluese stopped, completelely 
rowed out. Ten Eyck at no time exert- 
ed himself, except for a moment or bo 
after the start, but from then on he 
quite surprised his English critics. 

The eighth trial heat was won by B. 
H. Howell, Trinity Hall, Cambridge, 
who beat C, McHenry, of the Thames 
Rowing Club. Howell, a young Ameri- 
can studying at Cambridge, defeated Mc- 
Henry with the greatest ease. Time 8 
minutes and 5S seconds. 



LIKE THE JOHNSTOWN FLOOD. 

Two Reservoirs in the Fishkills Burst and 
Cause Widespread Havoc. 

PoUGHKEEPSIE, N.Y., July 14.— The 
two large reservoirs in tho Fishkill 
mountains, which supplied water to the 
towns of Mattowan and Fishkill, burst 
their walls at 2 o'clock this morning, and 
the water that was released swept 
through the DucheBS valley, causing 
ruin and death. Five bodies have been 
recovered from the wreckage left in the 
wake of the flood and there are known to 
be two and probably three more lying 
somewhere beneath the debris. The 
dead are: Mrs. John Conroy, aged 40; 
Mrs. Mary Ferry, aged 38, a widow; 
William Ferry, aged 9 ; John S. Ruka, 
28 years of age; and Philamenado Luka, 
6 years old. The missing are: John 
Conroy, aged 2 years; Julia Conry, aged 
0, and an unknown Hungarian. 

There were two reservoirs in the 
mountains, the lower one a mile distant 
from the other. The upper one gave 
way, letting a volume of water into the 
ravine. The Van Buren & Timonin 
brick yard, on the Hudson, just below 
Duchess Junction, is a mile diBtant from 
the Bite of the lower reaervoir, Without 
warning the flood reached it through a 
ravine and caused general havoc. Build- 
ings were torn to pieces, and their 
occupantB carried away in the raging 
fiood. 

Most of the ruins have been searched, 
and it is possible that some bodieB have 
been swept into the river. The water 
still runs through the yard, which is 
covered to a depth of Beveral feet with 
debris. Three buildings in which the 
laborers had quarters were totally 
wrecked. In the ravine there are great 
rocks, some of them weighing five to ten 
tons each, which were rolled down the 
mountains by the current. 

About 1,000 yards above Murphy'B 
boarding house, directly in the centre of 
the ravine, was a small settlement of 
Arabs, thirty or forty in number, occupy- 
ing half a dozen huts. There is not a 
vestige of the settlement left, but so far 
as known no Arabs lost their liveB. 

The wave was about fifteen feet high. 
This is shown by traces along its pas- 
sage. When it reached a point about 
700 feet above the buildings it had spread 
out until it waB 200 feet wide and ten 
feet deep, moving with great force. It 
tore out by the roota treea that were one 
to two feet in diameter. 

Engineer John Conroy, who lost his 
wife and two children, states that they 
were not in the building when the flood 
came.

ALASKAN AFFAIRS. 

A Steamer Well Freighted With Gold Dust 
—The Whale Harvest— Purchase 
of Reindeer. 

San FitANcisco, July 14. — The steamer 
Excelsior arrived from St. Michaels to- 
day. It was the veasel'a first trip to the 
Arctic for the AlaBka Commercial Com- 
pany, and she came back crowded with 
pasaengera and loaded with gold dust 
from the diggings of the Yukon. 

When she left Alaska the steamer 
Portland was in the harbor, and she was 
preparing to sail for San Francisco, via 
Seattle, on the fourth day after the ISx- 
celBior steamed away on her voyage. 
The Portland had then arranged to bring 
with her forty miners and a great quan- 
tity of gold. 

The whaler Nevark had been reported 
at St. Michael as having been at Dutch 
Harbor with a catch of four whales, and 
she put ashore 8,000 pounds of bone to 
be shipped to this port. 

The revenue cutter Bear sailed on July 
1 from St. Michaels for Port Clearance. 
From that place Bhe was to go to the 
reindeer station, on the coaBtof Siberia, 
to purchase reindeer to be transported 
across the Btraits nnd added to the herd 
on the Alaakan side.
